The glamour comes 
in part from the addi- 
tion of a squad of pro- 
fessional cheer lead- 
ers, a rock 'n* roll 
band, new style uni- 
forms and the new 
name. 

Arena football 
evokes the excitement 
of gladiatorial con- 
tests, and space age 
outfits for the players 
create a Twenty-First 
Century image. 

To adapt the game 
itself, several rule 
changes have been 
introduced. All are de- 
signed to make the 
game more entertain- 
ing for the casual view- 
er. The most obvious 
change is in the ‘scoring 
with a 3-2-1 system re- 
placing the old one 
point for one goal rule. 

Other rules penalise 
negative play. Teams 
cannot return the ball 
to their half from the 


kick-off until they have 
had a shot at goal and 
can only keep the ball 
in their own half for 10 
seconds. 

The most exciting 
new rule allows the re- 
placement of the 
goalkeeper with a 
Striker in the final two 
minutes of each half. 
This gives a team a 
better chance of scor- 
ing but at the risk of 
leaving an open goal. 

In the trial between 
last year's finalists, the

The overall scheme was to demolish existing Moore Park facilities and sell off the land for 
valuable close to city quality housing developments. 

After that the proceeds would be used to Provide a modern Showground, a soccer football arena 
for 30,000 people with extensions to 60,000, and a major indoor arena. 

Soccer in Sydney needs a high class home. It is to be hoped that the project, although now on the 
backburner, can be revived at the earliest opportunity.

New rules will 
protect forwards 


CHANGES in the laws of football to give forwards more protection 
from offside and to make it compulsory for referees to send off players 
who commit so-called professional fouls were made official last week. 


The International 
Board, which governs 
the game's laws, de- 
cided to amend the rules 
so that attacking players 
in line with the last but 
one defender will no 
longer be ruled offside 

The Board also 
agreed to write into the 
laws FIFA’s instructions 
to referees to clamp 
down on violent play 
and professional fouls, 
introduced for the 
World Cup finals, 

The body, on which 
FIFA has four votes and 
the four British football 
associations one each as 
founders of the game, 
made it obligatory for 
all players in all com- 
petitions to wear shin- 
guards as standard 
equipment. 

FIFA spokesman 
Andreas Herren told a 
news conference the 
changes would come 
into effect at the start of 
the next season in each 
member country. 

He said the amend- 
ment to the offside rule 
was designed to favour 
attacking soccer. 

“In line is no longer 
offside," he said. “The 
change is to give the 
attacking player an 
advantage over the de- 
fender. It will encour- 
age attacking football.”” 

FIFA outlawed the 
professional foul before 
the World Cup finals, 
ordering referees to 
send off players who 
bring down a forward 
when he has broken 
clear of the defence and 
has a chance at goal. 
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The sanction of dis- 
missal has now been 
written into the laws 

“If a player is denied 
an obvious goal chance 
in this way, the referee 
will have to send off the 
offender,” Herren said 


The instructions to 
World Cup referees 
ordering them to show 
the red card to players 
who tackle from behind 
or commit violent fouls 
were also made part of 
the rules.

ENGLISH clubs can virtually write off any 
hope of returning to European competition 
next season following riots in Rimini which 
led to 246 fans being thrown out of Italy. 


“This turns the clock 
back,” UEFA president 
Lennart Johansson said, 

“This will not help 
the English teams to 
make a fast return to 
European Cup competi- 
tions, I don't think we 
should hurry up with the 
issue on the English 
teams’ European come- 
back.” 


British Sports Minis- 
ter Colin Moynihan 
blasted the 246 fans who 
were put on a plane 
back to England as 
mindless criminals. 

Moynihan, in Italy for 
England's World Cup 
matches against Bel- 
gium and Cameroun, 
blasted “the mindless 
selfishness of the cri- 
minally motivated 
minority of so-called 
England fans.” 

Police rounded up the 
fans after a running 
battle which started 
when a mob threw 
bottles at Italians cele- 
brating their country's 
victory over Uruguay. 

They were held over- 
night in police barracks 
before being expelled. 


“This was the second 
serious incident involy- 
ing large numbers of 
England supporters 
since the World Cup 
finals began,"* Moyni- 
han said in a statement. 
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“Even if, as has been 
suggested, there was 
provocation by some 
Italian supporters, I 
bitterly condemn the 
minority of so-called 
England fans. 

“Clearly, they have 
no regard for the in- 
terests of genuine foot- 
ball supporters nor for 
the thousands of 
holidaymakers in 
Rimini. 


“The events under- 
lined again that neither 
the Italian nor the Brit- 
ish governments will 
tolerate hooligan be- 
haviour.” 


Moynihan will report 
to UEFA after the 
tournament but he 
would not say whether 
he would withhold sup- 
port for English clubs 
being readmitted to 
European competition.

Penalties! 

These have been the 
key in the remarkably 
even 1990 World Cup. 

How much have 
teams practised their 
penalties between 
games? 

It would be really in- 
teresting to know how 
much time each natio- 
nal coach set aside for 
their players to prac- 
tise penalties. 

How many shots 
from the penalty spot 
did each World Cup 
goalkeeper have to 
face in order to prac- 
tise his skills in stop- 
ping penalties? 

At the end of last 
season my team, Syd- 
ney’s Southern Dis- 
tricts, were involved in 
the finals with drawn 
games to be decided 
‘on penalties. 

We set aside about 
20 minutes in each of 
two training sessions to 
practise penalties. 

It wasn't sufficient 
time for us to turn 
players who normally 
don’t take penalties 
and a goalkeeper who 
hadn’t faced many 
penalties, into profi- 
cient performers in the 
art of penalty shooting 
and penalty stopping 
— we lost on penalties. 

It was noticeable in 
the penalty shoot-outs 
between Italy and 
Argentina and Eng- 
land and West Ger- 
many, that three of the 
goalkeepers were very 
good at picking the 
right way to dive. 

These three were 
Sergio Goycochea 
(Argentina), Peter Shil- 
ton (England) and 
Bodo Illgner (West

Germany). 

Italy's Walter Zen- 
ga, who had gone 450 
minutes without con- 
ceding a World Cup 
goal, proved to be not 
so efficient against 
penalties. 

Some goalkeepers 
are definitely more 
efficient than their 
counterparts against 
penalties. 

Usually those *keep- 
ers who do well, work 
to a system that helps 
them pick the side the 
penalty kicker will 
place the ball. 

Argentina's 
Goycochea is in that 
category. 

He is poor on catch- 
ing, but good on shot- 
stopping and excellent 
at reading which side 
of goal the penalty 
kicker is going for.

Falcao seeks 


Brazil post 


BRAZIL must be much better organised 
to have a chance at winning the next 
World Cup, says former World Cup star 
Paulo Roberto Falcao, who may be in 
line to replace Sebastiao Lazaroni as 


team coach. 


Falcao, who played 
in Brazil’s 1982 and 
1986 World Cup 
teams, attributed the 
team’s poor showing 
this year to a lack of 
synchronisation be- 
tween defence and 
midfield, and between 
midfield and attack. 


“The team did not 
play compactly, as it 
should have,” he said. 
“Lazaroni’s defensive 
scheme, to work, 
needed more training 
and more speed. 


“The team was al- 
ways very slow,” he 
said. 

Falcao, 36, said he 
has not been asked by 
the Brazilian Footbail 
Confederation to 
coach the next team, 
nor would he comment 
on whether he would 
accept if asked. 


He said the next 
coach would only suc- 
ceed if he could have 
four years to work with 
the team, without an 
obligation to win 


friendly matches and 
without pressure from 
football clubs, 

“You can't set up a 
team overnight,” 
Falcao said. 


“We need to return 
to having a tactical 
organisation . . . The 
teams today are gen- 
erally very well armed 
tactically,” Falcao said 
in an interview with 
the Brazilian news- 
weekly “Veja”. 


Recent news reports 
tipped Falcao as one of 
two favourites to take 
over as coach of 
Brazil.

With many experi- 
enced players in every 
team, the play was ~ 
dictated by conservative 
tactics instead of bold 
attacks.

As a result, almost 
any team — even a rank 
outsider — played on 
an equal footing with 
the powerhouse sides. 

The levelling effect 
prompted Brazil to 
abandon its usual flair in

Cameroun, relying on 
remarkable speed and 
team spirit, confounded 
negative forecasts by 
going all the way to the 
quarter-finals, where it

No other African 
team had ever gone 
farther than the second 
round, 


The tournament slate 
shows these stunning 
results: 

* Cameroun shocked 
defending champion 
Argentina 1-0 in the 
tournament opener for 
the greatest World Cup 
upset in history. 

* Costa Rica upended 
Scotland, also by a 1-0 
score, causing Britons 
to wince at another soc- 
cer icon shattered. 

* Egypt held European 
champion Holland to a 
1-1 draw. 

* Heavily favoured 
italy squeaked by Ire- 
land 1-0 and felt lucky 
to escape into the World 
Cup semi-finals, where 
in an upset they lost to 
Argentina. 

Parity also meant that 
goal scoring was at a low 
ebb, averaging just over 
two per match. 

Some of the greatest

Only six matches 
could be termed “blow- 
outs”, with three or four 
goal winning margins.

Whenever the so-cal- 
led soccer giants from 
Europe and South 
America played each 
other at this World Cup, 
the harvest of goals was 
meagre indeed.

Naples’ dilemma 
over Maradona 


DIEGO Maradona’s magic for once didn’t 
totally bewitch fans of his club side 
Napoli when he led Argentina to victory 
against Italy in the semi-finals.

There is no debate 
for passionate Neapo- 
litans forced to choose 
between the captain of 
their club and the love 
of their country when 
the holders met the 
hosts in Naples, 

“take my hat off to 
Maradona when he’s 
playing for Napoli, But 
when he plays against 
Italy he has got to lose 
There’s no other way, 
said a soccer flag seller 
in the Naples business 
district. 

“Of course, I'm a 
Napoli fan but first and 
foremost I'm an Ita- 
lian,” 

Maradona, though 
sometimes at odds 
with Napoli suppor- 
ters, has built a follow- 
ing verging on the reli- 
gious in Naples, where 
love of soccer offers an 
escape from the harsh 
realities of everyday 
life. 

He led Napoli to its 
first league title in 
1987, a year after his 
starring role in Argen- 
tina's World Cup 
triumph in Mexico, 
and its second 
championship last 


The team built 
around the mercurial 
Maradona, who joined 
Napoli from Barcelona 
for $7.5 mil 
1984, also won the Ita- 
lian Cup in 1987 and 
the UBFA Cup in 
1989. 


With each triumph, 
out came the Diego- 
style curly wigs and 


number 10 team shirts, 
candles were lit at 
shrines to the stocky 


hero and statues of 


saints and famous Ita- 
lians were dressed and 
painted to resemble 
Maradona 

That all counted for 
nothing in the San 
Paolo Stadium where 
Napoli supporters 
were not to be seen 
dead with a sky blue 
and white flag. 

The colours are 
shared by Napoli and 
Argentina. 

“What do I care ab- 
out Maradona?”’ 
asked one Napoli fan, 
Giovanni Russo, run- 
ning the back of his 
hand beneath his chin 
in a Neapolitan gesture 
that signifies total dis- 
interest. 


“Napoli is one thing, 
Italy is another,”’ he 
said. 

Naples had been un- 
characteristally muted 
in the national festivi- 
ties of Italy's World 
Cup victories, largely 
shunning the horn- 
honking motorcades of 
overjoyed fans that 
have choked the 
streets of virtually 
every city. 

But Maradona 

proved he was the 
King of Naples when 
he led Argentina to a 
stunning win against 
the Italians. 
With Italy out of the 
World Cup, his be- 
loved Neapolitans 
were free to cheer 
their idol in the final.

THE World Cup has shown that a huge security effort can stifle 
mayhem by even the most fearsome soccer hooligans, but only 
at the price of turning Italy's cities into heavily defended for- 


tresses. 


Italy has mounted 
the biggest security 
operation in the his- 
tory of soccer to de- 
fend the World Cup 
against a feared assault 
by England's notorious 
fans and hooligans 
from other countries. 

In every place where 
trouble was antici- 
pated, the mobilisation 
of thousands of riot 
police either snuffed 
out violence as soon as 
it began or prevented 
it happening at all. 

But serious prob- 
lems did occur fre- 
quently when police 
were, by their own 
admission — caught 
unawares. 

The first serious 
trouble of the World 
Cup did not come 
where it was expected, 
from English fans in 
Sardinia, but from 
hundreds of drunken 
West Germans run- 
ning wild in Milan on 
the third day of the 
competition. 

The local police 
chief admitted he had 
not expected trouble 
where it erupted, in 
front of Milan’s grace- 
ful Gothic cathedral. 

The worst violence 
so far in the competi- 
tion did come from 
English fans but not at 
a match venue. 

It exploded in Rimi- 
ni, where drunken 
English supporters

attacked a crowd ot 1o- 
cals celebrating Italy's 
victory over Uruguay 
in the eighth finals. 

Here again, police 
chief Alessandro Fer- 
sini admitted he had 
been surprised by the 
level of violence. 
Police reinforcements 
had to be rushed in 
from neighbouring 
towns. 

In every place where 
Italy was ready, the 
mere presence of rank 
upon rank of tough- 
looking riot police, 
armed with batons or 
even rifles was usually 
enough to deter any 
sustained attempt at 
hooliganism. 

In Cagliari, where 
severe World Cup vio- 
lence was predicted for 
six months, crushing 
forces of riot police 
moved in quickly to 
smother trouble from 
stone-throwing hooli- 
gans before the first 
round match between 
England and Holland 
on June 16. 

The police made it 
abundantly clear they 
were ready to deal 
ruthlessly with row- 
dies, swinging their 
clubs freely and firing 
tear gas in what was 
clearly intended as an 
early demonstration of 
their resolve. 

After the first out- 
break of violence in 
Milan, no more trou- 
ble was seen from 


West German fans. 

On later visits they 
were escorted every- 
where by police who 
stripped them of alco- 
hol and anything that 
could be used as a 
weapon. 

No major violence 
was seen either at Eng- 
land’s last match in 
Cagliari or their 
second round victory 
against Belgium in 
Bologna 
though some English 
louts attempted to 
attack Belgian fans at 
the end of regulation 
time. 

But Italy was only 
able to keep the situa- 
tion under control by 
mobilising every avail- 
able policeman — a 
total World Cup secur- 
ity garrison of 45,000 
men. 

Years of planning, 
training and collabora- 
tion with foreign police 
forces went in to 
organising defences 
against the hooligan 
assault. 

The costs have not 
been made available 
but by any standards 
must have been huge. 

FIFA officials said it 
would be impossible to 
organise greater 
security. 

“FIFA does not be- 
lieve that it would be 
possible to go beyond 
the measures of secur- 
ity imposed in Italy 
because of the costs 


and organisation in- 
volved,” said spokes- 
man Guido Tognoni. 


“The measures 
taken in Italy have 
dimensions never 
reached in the history 
of soccer. This is a new 
element in the 
Organisation of a 
World Cup and this 
situation is of concern 
to the whole football 
community,” he said. 


His concern was 
understandable. 

Soccer-crazy Italy 
Was prepared to pay 
the price of staging the 
World Cup, including 
putting its cities under 
siege. 


But even in Italy re- 
sentment emerged. 


On two occasions, 
police have had to 
baton charge hundreds 
of Italians to keep 
them away from Engl- 
ish fans. 


FIFA is clearly wor- 
ried about whether 
other, less soccer-mad 
countries would be 
prepared to pay the 
price of controlling 
hooligans and this may 
be why suggestions 
have begun to be 
heard that England 
should be banned from 
future World Cups 
altogether.
